“heart of the nuclear problem is 
not the mere testing of weapons, 
but the weapons them selves.” 


He said if weapons are depend­ 
ably dealt with, “then it is nat­ 
ural to suspend their testing.” 
But he said Russia “continues 
to reject the concept of an inter­ 
nationally supervised program to 
end weapons production and to 
reduce weapons stocks.” 


The President said if Russia is 
as “peace-loving as it professes," 
it should surely want to bring
